Hurses Hers 
Support Hot'l 
Salary Goal 


The Arkansas State Nurses' 


Association in Convention, 06to« 
ber 19 and 20 reaffirmed its 
support of the National salary 
Goal of $6,500 for entrance into 
nursing practice adopted by the 
American Nurses' Association, 
June 1966, 


The National Salary Goal reso« 


lution states that "In 1966 a 
registered nurse should enter the 
profession at a yearly salary of 
not less than $6,500," lmple» 
mentation of the resolution will 
be carried out by the state nurses 
associations. 


Commenting upon the nurses' 


action, Mrs. Nettie Jane Goss, 
President, said, "Beginning sal* 
aries In Arkansas now average 
$1,700.00 below the national 
goal." An immediate raise to 
goal level is possible here and is 
of urgent and utmost Importance 
to all residents of this state. To- 
day's salaries discourage the 
recruitment of qualified 
young 


people, and also discourage the 
return of the professional pre- 
pared Inactive nurses to the nurs- 
ing team in the state. 


Many married nurses with 


young children cannot afford to 
practice their profession; the sal- 
aries they can earn are not enough 
to compensate them for cost of 
child care. Too often we overlook 
the direct relationship between 
numbers of nurses needed and 
the quality of care a patient re- 
ceives. 


Because the need for profes- 


sional and practical nurses is 
increasing so much faster than 
the supply, hospitals have em- 
ployed ever larger numbers of 
nursing aides, many of whom are 
inadequately trained. This prag- 
matic solution to the problem of 
deficiency has produced an alarm- 
ing deduction of quality of ser- 
vice. In some hospitals the use 
of auxiliary workers has reached 
such extreme proportions that 
nursing aides give as much as 
80 percent of the direct nursing 
care. 


Today there are 2,821 profes- 


sional nurses practicing in the 
state and additional 
900 non- 


working 
professional 
nurses 


registered and living in the state. 
A recent project survey in 56 
counties in the state revealed 
current budgeted unfilled posi- 
tions for 286 professional nurses 
in Arkansas. Another three hun- 
dred to five hundred will 
be 


needed to replace those who will 
leave the profession between 1967 
and 1970. 


Quality nursing care must be 


supported by quality nursing sal- 
aries. 


Until the economic status of 


the nursing profession is im- 
proved, nursing will be unable 
to compete successfully with oth- 
er fields in which pay and bene- 
fits are more attractive. The 
single most important deterrent 
to providing the nursing service 
to which the American publis is 
entitled , Is the continued low 
economic status of the register- 
ed nurse practitioners. 


Low non-competitive salaries 


that do not reflect the value of 
nurses' service to society, ef- 
fectively discourage the recruit- 
ment of talented young people 
and the retnetion of qualified, able 
practitioners.

Prevention of Stroke 
Always Best Treatment 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, 
M.D. 


Q—What Is the usual cause 


of strokes? What is the best 
treatment? How long must the 
treatment be continued? 


A—Strokes may be caused 


by the breaking loose of a 
blood clot and its lodgment in 
the brain, or the rupture of an 
artery in the brain. The latter 
is usually brought on by a 
combination of hardening of 
the arteries and high blood 
pressure. In either case, the 
circulation to a part of the 
brain is cut off and the part 
affected ceases to function. 


The best treatment is al- 


ways prevention. But when a 
stroke has occurred, studies 
must be made to locate the 
exact source of the trouble. In 
some cases, the trouble is in 
an artery in the neck and is 
readily accessible to surgical 
repair". In others, rest and 
good nursing care must be 
provided during the a c u t e 
stage. Following this, every 
effort should be made to re- 
habilitate the victim This is a 
slow process but, in many 
cases, it results in an amaz- 
ing recovery of function.

After the 1968 tags are pur* 


chased, owners will then begin 
obtaining future plates through 
the mall on a staggered basis 
beginning next July, 


The department Is urging 


vehicle owners to register their 
vehicles and obtain licenses In 
December, if possible, so that 
more time can be devoted to 
placing needed data In the de- 
partment's computer that will 
handle future license plate sales 
automatically. 


And, for the first time In his- 


tory, the tag will belong to the 
Individual and not the vehicle. 
In the future, when a person 
trades his vehicle In on a new 
one, he will take the tag off the 
old vehicle and place it on the 
new one. 


The permanent t a g s pur- 


chased in December and Jan- 
uary will be renewed each year 
with the Revenue Department 
providing a decal giving the ex- 
piration 
date. 
The 
vehicle 


license must be renewed annual- 
ly but the department expects 
each license plate to last at 
least five years. 


The renewal period will begin 


next July with about one-sixth 
of the owners being notified by 
mail to purchase a decal ex- 
piring the last day of July, 1969. 
The remaining five-sixths will 
be selected on a ramdon basis 
to 
renew 
their licenses In 


August, 
September, 
October 


November and December. 
,,Each license will expire In 
1969 on the last day of the 
month In which the purchase 
was made. 


For those concerned about the 


money involved, the department 
won't be sticking you for an 
extra half year fee. Each motor- 
ists will be credited with the 
number of months remaining in 
1968. 


The owners 
will receive 


notice to renew 45 days befor 
the 
first day of the month in 


which his license expires. 


The department already has 


data processing information on 
the owners of Class I trucks so 
those renewals will begin next 
March, taking one-fourth of the 
truck owners In each month be- 
ginning in March and extending 
through June. 


Since the tag will belong to 


the person, an individual buy- 
ing a new car for the first time 
or one obtaining a second car 
for the first time will have to 
go to his local revenue office 
to buy a tag. Regardless of the 
month, those tags will expire 
the last day of the month each 
year in the month of purchase.

Italians Are 
Closer to 
Divorce

ROME (AP) - 
Divorce at 


home never looked so close be- 
fore for Italians, but the bill to 
legalize it still has a long way to 
go despite its first legislative 
victory. 


A parliamentary committee 


voted 21-20 Thursday to approve 
the first section of a bill to 
make divorce possible In Italy 
under 
limited circumstances. 


The entire bill still has to clear 
the committee and then both 
houses of Parliament. 


But the vote was a landmark. 


It was the first time a divorce 
bill was voted on by members of 
Parliament In the 107 years that 
Italy has been a unified nation. 


The bill would permit divorce 


In these cases: 


— After five years of unbroken 


legal separation. 


— When a spouse has been 


sentenced to a prison term of at 
least 12 years. 


— When one spouse has been 


convicted 
of 
sexual 
crimes 


against close relatives, or of 
any crime against the other 
spouse or their children. 


— When a spouse has been in a 


mental institution for five years 
with no prospect of prompt re- 
covery. 


— Two years after a non-Ital- 


ian spouse has obtained a di- 
vorce or has married 
again 


abroad. 


Only the single Fascist mem- 


ber 
of the committee joined 


Premier Aldo Moro's Christian 
Democrats in voting against the 
bill's first section. Everybody 
else, from Communists to the 
conservative Liberals voted tor 
it. 


The same party lineup in the 


full Chamber of Deputies would 
assure its passage. 


The issue poses a dilemma for 


the Christian Democrats, the 
strongest political force and the 
Catholic party in this Catholic 
country. 
They were believed
